ANOTHER CASE OF CHILD FLOGGING,
A Little Girl Whipped to Death.

The Kingston (C. W.) correspondent of the
New York 'un, under date of the 15th, relates
the following horrible story:

Another case of fatal child flowering, if possible
more revolting in shocking details than the
recent Lindfley child murder in Medina, N. Y.,
occurred at Barnia, a few miles from this city,
on Wednesday last, the victim in this instance
being a little trirl tlve years of aire, named Kute
Bibley, the llleeitlmate daughter of Schuyler
Bibley and a Miss Kate Davis, and the alleeed
provocation leading to the cruel act being the
refusnl or the child to say its prayers. From the
evidence elicited at the iuquest ou tho body of
the child, it appears that on the tiiirht In ques-
tion the mother hud beaten the child with a raw
hide lor nearly an hour, aud when rendered in-

sensible by puin aud Ions of blood, thrupt it into
a chair, and went to bed. I'or a time the child
was heard to moan as it in intense aeony, but
scon became quiet, and nothing more was heard
"until near mornincr, when a servant entering the
room found the child dead, end immediately
gave (he alarm.

Upon lilting the chilJ from the floor, where it
tad fallen, a most revolting sight was presented.
The head, fuce, and shoulders were scarred aud
discolored from the teirible blows of the raw
kide, while tho body, from head to foot, pre-
sented a fchoekinely mangled and bloody

OJd tears, scarcijr Wealed, were also
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visible upon the body, testifying to former cruel
flogelnirs. The medical evidence showe I that
the injuries of the flogeing were alone sufficient
to produce death, but that serious internal in-
juries, the result ol kicks or blows, had pre-
viously been received; and the entire absence of
food for many hours had also something to do
with the result The murderess, in being ex-
amined, confessed that a few days previous to
the fatal act, the father of the child bad admin-tere- d

to It a most unmerciful beating for not
saying its prayers, and ordered her to do the
same whenever it refused. The jury returned a
verdict, criminating both parents, whereupon
they were both committed to prison to await
trial for murder.
